a result of the new trade agreement 
between the two countries. 

This commodity, it was believed, 
might figure largely in fulfillment of 
Russia's promise to take 100 per cent 
more imports from America than it 
has in the last three years. 

Americans Encouraged. 

Americans in Moscow were happy

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LABOR IS WARNED 
UN WAGNER BILL 


Green Advises Locals To 
Beware of Prosecutions 
Unless Well Buttressed. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—(/)— 
William Green today urged member 
unions of the American Federation of 
Labor “to be absolutely sure of their 
ground” before prosecuting employers 
under the Wagner labor disputes act. 

“The enactment of this measure, 
long and bitterly fought by organized 
employers, marks the beginning of a 
new chapter in the history of Ameri- 
can labor,” the A. F. of L. president 
said in a pamphlet dispatched to un- 
ion leaders throughout the country, 

Labor’s Responsibility, 

“Great responsibility rests with la- 
bor and management alike to see that 
these new pages in the annals of our 
industrial relations are not marred by 
a record of strife bred by misunder- 
standing, misrepresentation, and the 
deliberate flouting of the law.” 

The Wagner act guarantees labor's 
right to bargain collectively, sets up @ 
new labor relations board to handle 
violation complaints, makes any em- 
ployer-attempt to interfere with em- 
ploye self-organization an unfair prac- 
tice, outlaws the company-dominated 
union and gives the labor union rep- 
resenting a majority of the employes 
in a shop the right to speak for all 
the employes in that shop, whether or 
not they are members of the union. 

Green urged the labor leaders to 
pay no attention to claims that the act 
was unconstitutional. 

“Leading legab authorities of the na- 
tion are of the opinion that the act is 
constitutional in every respect,” he 
said. 

In a letter accompanying the 
pamphlet, however, the federation 
chief said he expected the measure te 
be tested in the courts, and the fed- 


eration would supply “the best legal 
talent” in its defense. 

Five “Don'ts.” 
_ Five “don’cs” Green advised the un- 
ion chiefs to remember before they 
filed charges: « 

“(1) Don’t file charges unless he 
union has made an honest effort to 
get satisfaction from the employer 
through direct negotiations and met 
with no success. 

“(2) Don’t file charges unless every 
other means of peaceful adjustment of 
the controversy, including mediation, 
has been exhausted. 

“(3) Den't file charges unless your 
charges specifically refer to the un- 
fair labor practices listed in the act, 
for example, violation of a union con- 
tract by an employser is not a case for 
the board, it is a case for the courts. 

“(4) Don’t file charges unless you 
are absolutely sure you have the facts 
sufficient to substantiate your charges

10,000 DROWNED 
AS CHINESE RIVER 
TEAR OVER DIKES 


Pounding Waters of 
Yangtze Rise, Threaten 
Hankow With Liquid 


HANKOW, China, July 15.—(Mon- 
day) —(#)—Ten thousand lives were 
lost today when the Han river poured 
a seething torrent through a breach 
in the dikes on the Hanyang side 
of the stream, according to Chinese 
advices reaching here through crip- 
pled communnication facilities. 

Hankow remained menaced, too. A 
further rise in the Yangtze was 
feared and the dikes, already weak- 
ened by the pounding waters, may not 
be able to hold. 

The American Passionist Fathers 
here were concerned for the safety 
of their mission at Shenchow, in flood- 
stricken Hunan province. 

No word has come from there in 
two weeks. 

The roaring Yangtze rived moved 
nearer toward engulfing Hanhow 
when it ripped a section 10 feet deep 
and one-third of a mile long from the 
Changkung dike, principal bulwark 
protecting the city. 

Alarms were sounded that the dike 
was disintegrating. ‘The city took on 
mad activity to forestall the prospec- 
tive disaster. The entire military gar- 
rison was called out for dike repairs 
while civilian authorities ordered thou- 
sands of coglies and refugees from 
other cities to help. 

The scene on dikes tonight resem- 
bled an'ant hill as swarming humans 
rushed ballast into the weakening 
bulwarks.. Army and ‘civilian trucks 
thundered across the city carrying re- 
lays of men, materials, food and. kero- 
sene flares. 

While repairs went forward ot the 
Changkung dike, other thousands of 
workers began Whilding a second de- 
fense behind the weakened dike sec- 
tion.

Device Which Has Proven Satisfactory in All Laboratory 
Tests Now Ready for Try-Out Under Con- 
ditions It Must Meet. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—(—)—: 
Television, newest marvel in the eyvo- 
lution of communication, will be put 
on a long-distance hookup early in 
1936 if the Federal Communications 
Commission is’ willing. 

Dr. Frank B. Jewett, president of 
the Bell Telephone laboratories, will 
request the commission tomorrow to 
approve the installation: of a new ‘“‘co- 
axial” cable between New York and 
Philadelphia for television transmis- 
sion. Permission is expected to be 
granted. 

The improved cable. has been used 
in laboratory experiments to transmit 
television images which are clear and 
definite. Research. has been ‘carried 
to the point where it is necessary to 
test its performance under field ‘con- 
ditions. 

It is a simple device seven-eighths 
of an inch in diameter and resembling 
any other lead-covered cable. The 


» 


core, however, is made up of two 
side-by-side copper tube conductors, 
each of which contains a copper wire 
supported by a series of rubber disc 
insulators which prevent contact with 
the tubes. The space between the 
tube and its shielded wire .is -filled 
with air or nitrogen gas. The cable 
also contains eight ordinary telephone 
wires, 

Each tube will carry the current 
only one way. The new cable, offi- 
cials said, is capable of transmitting 
a band of frequencies about 1,000,000 
cycles wide which will carry 200 tele- 
phone conversations or the extremely 
rapid impulses necessary for television.

ers’ union voted to remain on the 
job.

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through a trade pact in which tariff 
concessions made other nations by the 
United States were extended in return 
for Russia’s. agreement to "D her 
purchases here this year to $30,000,- 
000, or 150 per cent of the récent 
average. 
Potential Value Greatest. 

But the duty reductions available 
were expected to be of greater poten- 
tial than immediate value to the so- 
viets. Few major Russian exports 
fell within the products coveréd in ex- 
isting reciprocal pacts. 

As other agreements are made, how- 
ever, Russia will receive any benefits 
accruing from additional reductions on 
any similar products they export to 
this country. 

Secretary Hull has negotiated re- 
ductions on 47 products with Belgium 
and three with Haiti, already effec- 
tive, and 35 with Sweden, which be- 
come effective August 5. 

Furthér slashes in existing tariffs 
have been made in a Brazilian pact, 
now before that nation’s congress for 
approval. Negotiations for others are 
under way with a dozen countries— 
including Canada, France, the Nether- 
‘lands, Switzérland and Spain. 

Canada Pact Watched. 

In return for the 85 reductions, the 
United States has secured reductions 
on nearly 50 American products from 
Belgium, Sweden and Haiti, as well 
as pledges for most-favored-nation 
treatment. 

Reductions made on Swedish 
matches and this country’s pledge to 
Sweden to maintain three types of 
wood pulp on the free list were ¢x- 
pected to prove of most important im- 
mediate value to Pussia. 

The soviet’s greatest interest re- 
Yolves around what actions are takén 
on lumber and woodpulp from Canada 
in the Canadian-American pact now 
under negotiation, and the reduced 
tariff on manganese ore in the Bra- 
zilian pact. 

Russia’s chief exports to this coun- 
try are sausagé casings, undressed 
furs, raw flax, manganese ore, lumber, 
platinum and chrome ore. 

The chief American exports to. the 
soviet last year were automobiles, 
trucks, automotive parts, cotton, ma- 
chinery of all kinds, non-metallic min- 
erals, tinplate and metals.

“BASTILE DAY FIGHTS 


Hundreds of Thousands 
‘March in Rival Parades; 


Rain Disperses Rioters. 


PARIS, July 14.—(4)—Hundreds 
of thousands of men, women and 
children in rival political camps dis- 
puting a “dictatorship” paraded today 
in huge Bastile Day demoistrations. 

Clashes between the nationalist vet- 
erans’ organization Croix de Feu and 
its leftist enemies, led by a socialist 
deputy at Limoges in which several 
wére injured, was the only trouble 
reported. A rainstorm quickly dis- 
persed the Limoges demonstrators. 

Later there were brief scuffles be- 
tween rival factions at Dijon and 


Strasbourg, but nobody was hurt and 
officials said all France was calm. 
Leftists anneunced that 400,000 
marched in their five-hour procession 
here. 

Police und Guards on Duty. 

Huge forces of police and mobile 
guards jammed the strééts here to 
prevent clashes. Troops rested on 
their arms in barracks after the an- 
nual army review before President Al- 
bert Lebrun and members of the cab- 
inet. 

“Hang de la Rocque!” shouted the 
great masses of leftists, flaunting red 
emblems of the revolution. They re 
ferred to Colonel Francois de ia 
Rocque, leader of the Croix de Feu, 
the man who would be dictator of 
France. 

But the leftists—communists and 
socialists unitéd into a “popular 
front’ against the threat of a dicta- 
torship—avoided fighting attitudes as 
they marched in defiance of “fascist 
legions.” 

All Paris was divided into regions 
of the “right” and of the “left¥’ Pa- 
rades were so arranged that the 
marchers were miles apart. The dem- 
onstrations were reflected on a small- 
er scale throughout France. 

Farmer Uificials in Parades, 

Pierre Cot, former minister of air, 
standing on top of a taxi flying the 
French tri-color, with another taxi 
abreast bearing an enormous red ban- 
ner, led the “popular front” forces. 
Among taem marched former Premier 
Edouard Daladier, who was _ forced 
out of office by the 1934 riots from 
which todays political fervor grew. 

Paraders sang both the “Interna- 
tionale”’ and the “Marseillaise”’ as, 
nearly a score abreast, they filled the 
broad boulevards tarough the workers’ 
section of the capital. 

Nationalistic forces, including roy- 
alists and cther “political treops” as 
well as th2 Croix de Feu, swarmed 
along the Champs Elysees, after bad- 
ly crippled war veterans, accompanied 
by; Jean Sabry, minister of war, limp- 
ed to their: annua! pilgrimage at the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier, under 
the Arch of Triumph. 

Earlier France’s first big aerial re- 
view took place over the city, and 
thousands of troops of all branches 
of the army, navy and air marched 
before Lebrun, taking an hour to pass.

FEAR HELD FOR DEATH 


OF ACOUSED SLANE 


Police Believe Missing Eve- 
lyn Smith May Be Victim 
of Chinese Aid. 


CHICAGO, July 14.—(UP)—The 
hunt for a burlesque strip dancer iu 
the torso murder of Ervin Lang, 28, 
slain to satisfy a bob-haired grand- 
mother’s jealousy, tonight became a 
race to prevent a second murder. 

Police believed the missing Evelyn 
Smith, former honky-tonk soubrette 
named as actual slayer of Lang, might 
become the victim of Chinese confed- 
erates fearful that her capture would 
result in corroboration of the con- 
fession of Mrs. Blanche Dunkel, 
Lang's mother-in-law. 

The Smith woman was _ reported 
fleeing with Harry Jung, her Chinese 
consort, named by Mrs. 
the strip dancer's aid in the slaying 
and disposal of Lang’s legless body, 
found Tuesday in a Hammond, Ind., 
swamp where Chicago gangsters once 
dumped corpses of ride victims. 

Fear Foul Play. 

Mrs. Dunkel, who confessed, ac- 
cording to the police, that she hired 
Mrs. Smith to kill Lang for $500, 
first feared that the Chinese involved 
in the case might do away with the 
Smith woman “to keep her from 
talking.” 

“Evelyn told me to keep my mouth 
shut,” police quoted her. “She said 
the Chinks who were helping her 
would never talk under any circum- 
stances but would kill me and her, 
too, if either of us blabbed.” 

The hunt for Mrs. Smith and Jung 
extended through the middle west 
after fruitless raids on Chicagos 
Chinatown. Police had many reports 
of white women accompanied by Chi- 
nese seen in various places. A filling 
sfation operator at Madison, Wis.. 
told of such a couple inquiring the 
route to Mason City,. lowa. 

Seen Near Streator.

The labor unrest existing in the 
automobile industry until a month 
or so ago has, to a large extent, 
cleared, and since automobile pro- 
duction is expected to be low un- 
til the fall, a favorable situation will 
not be afforded for an effective 
strike. 

Tests in other major industries 
gre expected to come shortly and 
some labor leaders are believed to 
feel that it will be better to wait 
until the supreme court has passed 
on the measure before demanding a 
showdown with the automobile man- 
ufacturers. A further indication 
that the industry will not feel the 
effect of the first controversies 
arising over the bill is the desire 
of the administration that nothing 
be done at this time to lessen the 
activity in automobile building be- 
cause of the important part it is 
playing in the improvement of gen- 
eral conditions throughout the 
country. 

This attitude of the governmnt is 
so apparent that it is believed that 
should a strike threaten in the near 
future in any of the larger auto- 
mobile plants, the first step would 
be an earnest effort by the Labor 
Department to pring about a satis- 
factory adjustment of the differ- 
ences. This failing. it is believed 
that the department would show a 
tendency to side with the manu- 
facturers, thus lessening the prob- 
ability of a major strike developing. 

It is the belief of John E. Edger- 
ton, president of the Southern States 
Industrial Council, toward which 
labor leaders are particularly bitter, 
that the first test of the consti- 
tuti-nality of the Wagner bill 
shed come from the south, say- 
ing in a recent Interview that “it 
is our purpose to confer and co- 
operate with other interested or- 
ganizations with the view of deter- 
mining promptly the right method 
of procedure so as not to lose any 
time or the helpfulness of co-oper- 
ative action.”

TELEVISION ON THE WAY 

What is predicted will be a far 
step forward toward the ultimate 
development of television where it 
will take a place in the American 
home similar to that now occupied 
by the radio is expected to mate- 
rialize at public hearings this week 
before the Federal Radio Commission 
on the proposed installation be- 
of what is termed an “‘electrical 
picture pipe.” 

This pipe, known scientifically as 
a coaxial cable, is a hollow metal 
tube, containing a wire that sets up 
ultra high frequency circuits, per- 
mitting the holding of 200 simulta- 
neous telephone conversations, The 
system, which is proposed by one 
of the largest radio manufacturing 
companies, is particularly adapted 
for the piping of television pro- 
grams from city to city. The cost 
of construction between New York 
and Philadelphia is estimated at 
$680,000. 

Another great radio manufactur- 
ing concern has made available 
$1,000,000 for the erection of a 
great television broadcasting sta- 
tion and the manufacture of receiv- 
ing equipment, announcing that it 
will be ready for the presentation 
of ‘aerial movies” within 18 
months. 


This installation will make use 
of entirely new principles in the 
transmission of pictures through 
the air, through which it will be 
possible to ‘‘cover” street scenes, 
athletic events and the like, in ad- 
dition to scenes from specially pre- 
pared studios. 

The first receiving instruments 
will be so expensive as to be avail- 
able only to those who can afford 
to pay for the luxury, but engi- 
neers predict that with quantity 
production and simplification they 
will cost little more than the pres- 
ent sound receivers. 

The Philadeiphia-New York pipe, 
if authorized and if it proves suc- 
cessful, can be put in operation at 
a much earlier date, and will give 
America a definite lead in the 
world-wide television race now in 
the making between this country, 
Italy, England, Germany and Bel- 
gium. 

The British broadcasting system 
already has in operation in London 
the Laird television method, with 
receivers selling for $250, but the 
results are crude and limited in 
their scope. Leon Dumas in Brus- 
sels has invented a method to ree 
produce television scenes in natural 
color, while a German company ane 
nounces it will have receivers ready 
within a year. 

For several months Guglielmo 
Marconi has been working on tele- 
vision in secret laboratories in Ge- 
noa, seeking to perfect a method 
by which his recently discovered 
microwaves can be used to trans- 
mit television pictures between 
Italy and the United States. 

With leading scientists both in 
America and Europe working to- 
ward the development of television 
to the point where it can be made 
available to the average home as 
cheaply as sound radio now is, it 
can be reasonably predicted that it 
will not be long before aerial. movies 


will be as commonplace as is radio.

The Hoosier literary tradition is 
given credit for the surprising fact 
that during the hard years since 1029, 
Indiana has been free of riots or im- 
portant strikes, that peace has reigned 
in Gary, South Bend, Muncie aad 
Elkhart, and that the coal miners of 
the state, although suffering abomina- 
bly, have never “forced out the na- 
tional guard or brought on «& rescue 
squad of New York novelists.” James 
Stevens, writing in the July issue of 
the American Mercury, believes that 
Indiana’s regional! literature has “cap- 
tured the hearts of the folk so com- 
pletely as to achieve a dictatorship of 
sorts.” He observes: 

“Here among the Hoosiers, lifera- 
ture is an earthy, home art; the folk 
run the rhyme as naturally as they 
shuck corn, or put on sail for the 
fiery cross; in every cellar a barrel of 
bucolic poetry and a keg of pastoral 
prose are always on tap, along with 
the cider jug and the kraut tub. Here 
is democratic art in fullest flower— 
art of the people, by the people, and 
for the people. 

“Riley poetry and Stratton-Porter 
prose, and Abe Martin philosophy are 
a heritage that all have avidly ac- 
cepted. The dullest of the country 
boys, though toiling in the thunder- 
ing bowels of a steel mill, lives in 
his native world—his home earth 
transfigured by a literature that he 
can comprehend and feel. It keeps 
him a partner in Eden.” 

To prove that Indiana is peopled 
with quaint folk who live and talk 
like Booth Tarkington’s characters, 
Mr. Stevens catalogs the local ce- 
lebrities near his home on Lovely 
Lake. He writes a saga of the Hoo- 
sier Eden, observing at the close that 
“the people like to be fooled, Cer- 
tainly they do in Indiana.” 


German Fire 


Dance Celebrations. 


A “fire dance,” the burning of a 
priest in effigy, and a chorus of young 
girls, were the features of Whitsun 
ceremonials held in a forest outside 
Berlin by followers of the “Pagan” 
German faith movement. About -500 
devotees gathered round a May tree 
decorated with birch, the symbol of 
spring. Two violins and two wind 
instruments played pagan music and 
a chorus of young girls sang old Ger- 
manic songs. A pagan sermon was 
preached about the glory of spring, 
national socialism and Germany. 
Then the president read a page of 
Nietzsche’s “Thus Spake Zarathus- 
tra.” The passage began “All crea- 
tive men are hard.” Three cries of 
“Heil, Hitler” closed the morning cere- 
mony. 

After darkness had fallen the de- 
votees gathered again, this time round 
a bonfire. Ten young men bearing 
torches listened to an invocation pro- 
nounced by the pagan leader, and then 
lit the bonfire. The leader called for 
one minute of silence*while the flames 
rose. Then he read a message from 
Professor Hauer, the leader of the 
faith movement. “Heil Hitler” cried 
the devotees and they sang the ‘Horst 
Wessel” song. From the darkness 
into the circle of flickering light leapt 
a man who recited an oath and leapt 
over the flames. Others followed him. 
It was the pagan fire dance, Final- 
ly the leaders threw on to the flames 
an effigy of a priest made from straw, 
which flared up quickly and the 
crowd cheered and laughed. 

Two pagan marriages were also 
celebrated simultaneously during the 
day, also in the forest clearing. One 
bridegroom Was a young nazi leader. 
The brides, wearing flowered garlands 
on their heads, sat. on a low bench 
in front of a bonfire, and four little 
blonde girls sat by their side. After 
an address by the local pagan leader 
the couples stood up and gave their 
word “to keep their bodies pure, to 
love their country and to serve the 
state.” Little children thereupon pre- 
sented the couples with rings which 
the bridegrooms and brides put on 
each other’sa fingers. Garlands of 
leaves were placed on the bride’s 
heads and that was the end of the 
cfremony.

You have seen me mention Carlye 
Carr, haven't you? Certainly you have. 
He is the little man full of energy. 
He is one of the nation’s most enthusi- 
astic conservationists. Small in stature 
but full of power. Dynamite comes in 
small packages, you know. Looking 
forward to Florida makes me think of 
the work Carr did on the cotton rats 
in south Florida some time ago. 

The region below Lake Okechobee 
and around Homestead especially is 
known far and wide as the winter pro- 
duce center of the state. It produced 
a large crop of winter squash, sweet po- 
tatoes, tomatoes, and other vegetables, 
Now, when crops of this sort are the 
mainstays of a community any dam- 
age to the crop is likely to be a se- 
rious blow. When the cotton rats, al- 
ways numerous in this region, began 
to multiply under the more favorable 
conditions of cultivatie’, damage to 
the crops was inevitable. And then 
the sequence was set in operation. The 
farmers, noticing the damage, began 
to complain. The county agent was 
asked to help. The county agent wéft 
to his superiors and the state college 
of Agriculture took the matter up with 
the United States Department of Ac 
culture, which referred it to the Bu- 
reau of Biological Survey, thence to 
the division of predatory animal and 
rodent control, and Carlyle Carr was 
detailed to the work. When this news 
leaked out the cotton rats were seen 
migrating outward from the center of 
their concentration, for Carr, with an 
enviable réputation as a rodent contro! 
expert, should be well known in all 
levels of rat sociétiés. 

Carr went to the spot and gave the 
situation a thorough examination. “We 
must kill ’em with poison,” he an- 
nounced, “But the poison will be 
safe. We will use sweet potato bait 
and get nothing but cotton rats.” The 
farmers laughed when he decided to 
use sweet potato bait. In a field of 
sweet potatoes, could sweet potato 
bait do any good? Carr’s answer was 
finally given the doubters when he 
poisoned one experimental acre with 
sweet potato bait, in the middle of a 
large sweet potato field, and killed 
over 500 cotton rats in one night. His 
direct action in this and other proj- 
ects of his, of which not much is 
known right now, is an admirable 
thing. I never knew a harder fighter 
for conservation in my life. I shall 
have him showing me this experimen- 
tal area in a few days, and collecting 
with me so we can get a series of cot- 
ton rats for comparison. Take a wire, 
operator, to Carlyle Carr!

Health Talk

Reader in a quandary says he had 
received two diathermy treatments for 
extirpation of tonsils. n he met’a 
w. k. surgeon (aren’t they all? What 
do you suppose they join the ACS 
for?), who informed him that (a) it 
is impossible to burn the tonsils out 
complete, (b) the bungling charlatans 
who employ that method can’t get 
around the pillars with the electric 


needle, (c) it leaves so much scar, 
and (d) the old Spanish methed is 
the only way. 

This is a specimen report. Dozens 
of similar reports come in daily. Some- 
times it is diathermy of tonsils, some- 
times chemical obliteration of varicose 
veins, sometimes injection. treatment 
of hemorrhoids, sometimes ambulant 
cure of hernia. If it were the unpre- 
tentious practitioners who refuse to 
acknowledge the giraffe it would not 
matter, for they generally recognize 
and accept any good thing when they 
learn about it. But it is the brass spe- 
cialists who do most of the braying 
against modern developments which 
threaten their monopoly, as it were. 
In the past they got away with it sim- 
ply because no one with standing and 
inside information ventured to oppose 
or question any view or theory of the 
brass specialists. Today the laity is 
not quite so credulous, and thanks to 
that incredulity there are now many 
thousands of persons who have been 
cured by these modern methods which 
the brass surgeons so cordially con- 
demn. 

Recently the loudspeaker of the 
largest “clinic” in the country—larg- 
est and most important because the 
men running it know how to advertise 
—emitted a blast against the présent 
popular craze for vitamins. “Even the 
physician with a very large practice 
(three guesses as to his identity!) will 
see only a few cases a year,” said 
the voice of the clinic, “in which he 
will suspect that the symptoms are due 
to too great a narrowing of a diet.” By 
“too great a narrowing in a diet.” of 
course, the hireling of the big clinic 
meant a vitamin deficienty. 

If the busy doctor has not yet 
learned to recognize the effects of 
slight or partial deficiencies of the 
various vitamins it is because the in- 
dividuals who suffer from compara- 
tively minor health disturbance due to 
this cause do not consult a physician, 
They prefer to experiment on theirs 
own, or vitality is just naturally not 
very good and do nothing about it. 

But I venture to prophésy that the 
more competent physicians will give 
this matter of nutritional deficietcy 
more and more study and acquire 
greater skill in recognizing and cor- 
recting the many vague functional ail- 
ments which are certainly dune to auch 
deficiencies. 

The old-timer could not and would 
not diagnose or recognize Vitamin © 
deficiency until the victim was gravely 
ill with scurvy. The new school in 
diagnogig seeks to detect a Vitamin C 
deficiency in the schoolboy who is ua- 
duly lazy, listless and backward, or 
the elderly individual who has sore 
gums, ahemia, “rheumatism” and a 
crochety disposition. Outspoken beri- 
beri from’ deprivation of Vitamin B is 
indeed rare in this country, but weak- 
ness, lack of vigor, indigestion, consti- 
pation and colitis, from a partial de- 
ficiency of vitamin B is exceedingly 


common.

Frank Gomila from Walmsley’s forces | 
gave Long a three-to-two majority on 
the city covncil, completing his grasp | 
here. 

It was reported that mass meetings, 
called to draft petitions asking the leg- 
islature to oust Walmsley. would be 


dropped. The meetings were called by 
13 of the 17 ward leaders in Walms- 
ley’s old regular faction, who sur- 
rendered to Long at a hotel room con- 
ference last week and were forced to 
Wage war on the mayor they had 
elected on an anti-Long ticket. 
Just Figurehead. 

Walmsley remains in office, a fig- 
urehead, supported by one council- 
man and four ward leaders. 

Angrily addressing the council when 
it voted to bow to Long Saturday, 
Walmsley said: 

“Our employes, unpaid because of 
Long's spitetul raids on the city 
treasury, have gladly suffered untold 
hardships to keep the pledges that the 
old regulars made when they elecied 
this council to office. We have no 
right to desl with a state admin- 
istration that has debauched the peo- 
ple of ‘he city.

HULL SAYS PACTS 
WILL AID FLORIDA 


Reciprocal Agreements Will 
Provide Makerts for 


Fruits, He Avers. 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—(/)— 
Sound benefits to Florida through 
reciprocal trade, offsetting any dis- 
advantages in possible foreign com- 
petition with the state’s fruit and 
vegetable growers, was foreseén today 
by Secretary of State Hull. 

Hull wrote Senator Fletcher, demo- 
crat, Florida, analyzing Florida’s 
position in the trade agreements nego- 
tiated with foreign powers. 

“It should not be overlooked,” the 


secretary said, “that the improved 
opportunities for the sale of the prod- 


ucts of Florida in foreign countries 
which it is expected will result from 
the trade agreeménts program repre- 
sent only a part of the benefits which 
the state of Florida may hope to re- 
ceive from this program. 

“If, by means of trade agreements, 
our foreign trade can be increased 
substantially, as the government is 
fully convinced will be the case, the 
increased purchasing power which 
will thereby be created in the agri- 
cultural sections where export crops 
are grown and in the industrial cen- 
ters producing for export should re- 
sult in an important increase in the 
domestic demand for the products of 
Florida.” 

Hull's letter was in reply to a note 
from Fletcher in which the senator 
inclosed a resolution adopted by the 
commissioners of Hillsborough county, 
Florida, urging a modification of the 
reciprocal trade agreements in order

Not Even President Gets 
Free Copy of Volume on 


Naval Affairs. 
WASHINGTON, July 14.—(4)—A 
unique government .publication deal- 
ing with the navy—a favorite study 
of President Roosevelt—has come 
from the presses of the government 
printing office, 


It’s a book of which there are no B00 


free copies—not even for the Presi- 
dent or the Library of Congress— 


“Na- 
val Documents Related’to the Quasi- 
War Between the United States and 
France” is its title. 

But the President already has a 
copy. He paid $3.50 for it. In fact, 

r. Roosevelt was one of the first 
subscribérs and the volume becomes a 
part of his private library of marine 
and naval books, manuscript and 
prints. 

The work really was proposed and 
sponsored by Mr. Roosevelt, who, its 
preface says, “has contributed his val- 
uable time and advice towards its suc- 
cess, and has made his large personal 


collection of old naval manuscripts 
available for copying.” 

In a signed foreword, the President | 
said “the many-sided lessons locked ap | 
in old naval manuscripts are well) 
worthy of public attention.” He was, | 
he said, “glad to initiate the publica- | 
tion of naval manuscript source ma-| 
terial in order that their contents may | 
become generally accessible for re- | 
search, and also to insure against loss | 
of their substance through possible 
destruction of the originals.” | 

The President told of finding old 
manuscripts in cupboards of the state, 
war and navy building, when he was 
assistant secretary of the nAvy during 
World War days. 

The volume, first of eight or ten 
covering the period between 1797 and 
1808, includes naval operations from 
February, 1797, to October, 1798. It 
contains 654 pages and 11 illustrations 
and is well indexed. A second volume 
now is on the presses.

liams Says in Sermon. 


Depressions will continue and eco- 
nomie chaos will prevail until the

means,” the Rev. Felton Williams, 
pastor of Wesley Memorial. church, 
told his congregation Sunday in his 
first sermon there in several months. 

The pastor declared it was a mis- 
take for the church to attempt to 
impose morality on people and society 
and that “the place to make legista- 
tion is in legislative halls where law- 
makers are unhampered with lobbying 
of church people who wish to remake 
the world.” 

Especially designating the Protes- 
Dr. Williams said | it 
had been too eager. to take a hand in 
suggesting and forming laws and in 
enforcing them. 

“Get back to teaching the Christian 
religions,” he said, “and we will get 
somewhere. You cannot reform s4o- 
ciety to fit your own desires and, 
rather than that, church people must 
preach and practice ethics of religion 
and leave the enforcement of law to 
those responsibly designated for it.” 

Dr. Williams, who is one of the 
best-known ministers in the North 
Georgia conference of the Methodist 
church, also discussed government 
problems “in Washington, in Atlanta 
and in Georgia.” 

“Until governments learn to operate 
with the true spirit of love as a back- 
ground,” he said, “the present depres- 
sion will continue.” He made no 
specific elaboration of his statement 
on that point. 

In almost the same breath in which 
he criticized church members for leg- 
islative and Jaw enforcement activi- 
ties, the pastor ridiculed “those who

brought to mind of the audience the 
recent controversy in the Methodist 
church between the Rev. H. E. Me- 
Brayer, resigned pastor of an Atlanta 
church, following his trial for advo- 
cating repeal of the prohibition law.

MAY USE TAX MONEY 


‘TOWPPLY ONUS DEBT 


Some Members of Ways and 
Means Committee Say 
Idea Is Considered. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—()—A 
possibility developed today that money 
raised by the Prfesident’s new wealth 
tax bill might definitely be earmarked 
for payments on the $28,660,000,000 
public debt. 

Some members of the House Ways 


and Means Committee disclosed they 


had such an idea in mind for two 
reasons: First, to show that the 


measure really was designed to help 
the budget situation, and second, to 
make sure that the money was used 
for that purpose. 

Usual Procedure. 


_The usual procedure is for tax bills 

simply to raise money which goes 
into the treasury’s “general fund.” 
It can be taken from that fund and 
used for any purpose. 

Revenue seldom has been earmarked 
for particular purposes. One occa- 
sion was inclusion in the National 
a Recovery Act of taxes to 
finance the $2,200,000,000 public 
works program it authorized. 

This time, committeemen recalled 
that Secretary Morgenthau said when 
he opened the hearings on the new 
tax bill: 

“It would be... unwise not to 
call on sources: of revenue which 
would reduce our borrowings and 
later reduce the national debt with- 
out interferring with recovery. ... 

“As secretary of the treasury, it is 
my conviction that it would be peril- 
ous to regard any part of these new 
revenues as available for new types 
of expenditures or as justifying any 
increase over our carefully budgeted 
plans for federal outlays.” 

Does Not Go Far Enough. 

That, said the earmarking advo- 
cates, was fine but it did not go far 
enough. As a result, they argued, 
opponents of the tax bill are insisting 
that its primary purposes are social 
rather than financial. ; 

The suggestion of earmarking may 
be settled this week. Today, the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
had L. H. Parker, chief of staff of 
the Joint Congressional Committee 
on Internal Revenue, and Middleton 
Beaman, house legislative counsel, at 
work. drafting a bill. 

That draft will be taken up by the 
committee in executive session, prob- 
ably in another week, and the actual 
rates inserted. Most committeemen 
expressed the private opinion that the 
objective should be to raise in the 
neighborhood of $300,000,000 a year.

Common Stocks in Increaé- 
ing Demand; Consumer 
Goods Issues Favored. 


_An increasing interest in sound, di- 
vidend-paying common stocks by the 
investing public during recent weeks 
is reported by Grant & Company, At- 
lanta investment brokerage and bank- 
ing firm, whose operations and field 
representatives cover the entire south- 
east.

LOS ANGELES, July 14—(/)— 
Criticism of the conduct of the Bruno 
Hauptmann trial is contained in a re- 
port to be presented tomorrow to the 
American Bar Association by its com- 
mittee on co-operation between the 
press and the bar. 

The comn-itiee said “to treat a 
simple trial as a public show, as was 
done in the sensational trial of Bruno 
Hauptmann, is to cheapen life itself 
by causing pecple generally to under- 
value the life of the criminal, and to 
increase the morbid desires of sensa- 
tion seekers,” 

- “Leaders of the bar and the news- 
vending agencies who are sincerely -in- 
terested in the preservation of Ameri- 
can institutions should join forces and 


consider ways and means of prevent- 
ing a repetirion of such. incidents~ as 
occurred in the Bruno Hauptmann 
trial,” the zesolution stated. 
Disregarded Ethics. 

“If press reports are accurate the 
attorneys for the’ defendants, and the 
prosecuting. attorney as well, took 
advantage cf the situation and by per- 


tives of the press, and by talks over 
the radio, seemed wholly to disregard 
all the accepted rules of dignity and 
ethics with which the profession and 
the courts have sought to surround 
the trial of a man for his life. 

“Feeling that substantial results 
cannot be accc mplished by legislation, 
the committee urges that a committee 
be established on the relations be- 
tween the press and bar. 

“The committee recommends all 
trials of criminal cases be conducted 
only before the judges and juries otf 
the court in a manner conforming to 
recognized standards of judicial dig- 
nity and deportment. 

“The committee emphasizes that it 
is not indulging in the. criticism of 
the press.”

Lawyers who aid criminals to es- 
cape punishment came in for a pre- 
convention attack from Earle Wood 
Evans, of Wichita, Kan., past presi- 
dent of the association.
